| $56,860 TO BE SPENT 
IN ALBERTA ON PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS DURING 1928 


Ottawa, May 10.—The house of 
commons tonight passed estimates to- 
talling $56,850 to be spent on public 
buildings during the cointng year. The 
items making up this amount were: 
Improvements and repairs to the Do- 
minion public buildings in Alberta, 
$17,000; installation of pickup tables 
in Edmonton post office, $3,500; trac- 
tor for postal purposes in Edmonton, 
$1,350; public building at Wainwright, 
$35,000. 

A brief discussion of the one-time 
proposed new post office for Camrose 
featured consideration of the Alberta 
estimates. 
| W. T. Lucas, M.P. (Camrose), asked 
the minister of public works to ex- 
plain why no provision for erection 
this year of a post office building in 
that town. He pointed out that two 
years ago an item was placed in the 
supplementary estimates for it, but the 
money was not spent and the post 
office was not erected. 

Robert Gardiner, Acadia, also raised 
a protest against the failure of the 
minister to provide for it in the esti- 
mates this year. 

Hon. J. C. Blliott, minister of public 
works, stated it was ‘true that a vote 
had been passed in 1926 for a post of- 
fice at Camrose. The estimates for 
that year had, however, lapsed. He 
was not minister of public works at 
the time and so could not give an ex- 
planation.

Camrose, Alta., May’ 9.—A meeting 
of the Camrose Local Alberta ‘Teach- 
ers’ alliance was held last week, with 
a large attendance.

Crops Generally Are More Advanced 


Than Year Ago, Says C.P.R. Report 


Winnipeg, Man., May 14, 1928.—It 
is expected that within the next two or 
three days all wheat and a consider- 
able percentage of coarse grains will 
be sown, according to a weekly sur- 
vey of crop conditions issued here to- 
day ‘here from the Agricultural De- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Weather has been very sat- 
isfactory during the past week and 
work has gone ahead throughout the 
West. Compared with last year the 
crop is going ahead much faster and 
is in better condition. Extremely 
high winds have been responsible for 
some drifting, but little damage has 
been:reported. Resulting from abund- 
ant moisture greater acreage of sum- 
mer fallow has been seeded and with 
fair season crops should show bigger 
Pas- 
tures are now coming along well with 
‘warm weather and showers during 
week-end in Saskatchewan: and Al- 
berta will help considerably. 

Farmers in Manitoba have con- 
tinued work on the land without in- 
terruption since first work began, 
with moderate temperature making 
conditions ideal and the land easy on 
the horses. Wheat in this province is 
practically all seeded with 30 to 40 
per cent of oats and barley. 

Practically ideal conditions prevail- 
ed throughout in Saskatchewan. At 
present 60 to 70 per cent of wheat 
throughout is seeded and will be com- 
pleted in another day or so. 

Forty-five per cent of coarse grains 
are in the ground and soil everywhere 


is in good condition for germination. 
General showers over week-end will 
end any trouble experienced from soil 
drifting. Rye came through the win- 
ter in good condition and very few re- 
ports of winter killing. An increae 
in wheat acreage is looked for amount- 
ing to from five to ten per cent. Oats 
and barley will also show a larger 
acreage it is expected. Cattle are a 
little thin but will improve shortly 
with grass conditions improving. 

Seed conditions in Alberta are good 
and much progress has been made 
during the past week. Fairly heavy 
rain over the 
slight delay on this account was ex- 
perienced, much benefit will be the 
result. From 70 to 75 per, cent of 
wheat has been seeded in southern 
portions of the province and 40 to 55 
per cent in central and northern areas. 
Seeding of coarse grains is well start- 
ed and at present approximately 30 
per cent of this work has been com- 
pleted. Soil everywhere is in excell- 
ent condition as regards moisture. 
From the whole province there will 
undoubtedly be an increase in the 
wheat yield, variously estimated from 
five to 15 per cent. A slight increase 
in coarser grains is anticipated. Both 
winter wheat and rye came through 
in good shape and showing. healthy 
growth, pastures are in good con- 
dition,

77,192 farmers with 834,324 horses in 
use and 10,225 tractors. — .

The amendment proposed by the 
Secretary of State would take to him- 
solf tho power now In the hands of 
Judges. It would be for the Secretary 
of State osconced in his office at Ot- 
tuwa to say whethor or not Snolfter 
Tlokoff, ving somewhere in the Poace 
River district, perhaps 60 miles from 
a railroad, was fit to qualify for Cana: 
dian citizenship. under the act, This 
gave rise to Mr. Bennett insisting on 
knowing how the Secretary of State 
was to obtain the facts In the Nght of 
which he would satisfy himself as to 
the fitness or otherwise of an appll- 
cant for a naturalization certificate. 
The Minister answered that he pro- 
posed to use the Mounted Police for 
that purpose. 


Both the official Opposition and 
most of the members of the other 
groups to the Speaker's left think they 
see in the proposed amendment a very 
effective weapon which might be used 
by the party in power in its own in- 
terests. Prior to an election, for in- 
stance, thousands of aliens might be 
granted naturalization and the right to 
vote. This_highest gift of the state 
might under such circumstances be 


given irrespective of the qualifications ! 


of citizenship as set forth in the Nat- 
uralization Act. The promise to vote 
for the government of the day might 
suffice as the only qualification which 
in practice would be required. 


On the other hand it is thought that 
if the proposed amendment passes, 
the party in power might refuse to 
grant naturalization prior to an elec- 


tion to all applicants suspected of 


fraternizing with the other party. It 
is general knowledge that such prac- 
tices on the part of both Conservatives 
and Liberals was not uncommon prior 
to the act as it now stands. 


It is felt by many members of par-! 
liament that the Naturalization Act as 
at present in force is working very 
well. The Judges have given satisfac- 
tion in the capacity prescribed for 
them in the act. There are three ques- 
tions which one naturally asks one’s 
self in this connection. Is the act be- 
ing amended for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the nation from a lowered 
stanadard of citizenship; is it being 
amended to protect the immigrant 
citizen from any unfair imposition; or 
is it being amended for political 
reasons? Since no serious objection 
has been raised against the act now 
in operation, the general opinion of 
the Opposition appears to be that the 
Proposal to allow the Mounted Police 
and the Secretary of State to do the 
work now done by the Judges is polit- 
ical in its character. The discussion 
on this point still goes ‘on and it ap- 
pears that the government will either 
have to force the amendment through 
on a party vote or alter it in accord- 
ance with the expressed wishes of the 
Opposition. 

We have had a few hours to deal 
with the estimates. Public Works 
came first, but very few items were 
passed. The votes for the furnishing 
of the citadel at Quebec and for 
Rideau Hall as residences for His Ex- 
cellency, the Governor General, were 
particularly contentious.
